Is this democracy speak­ 
ing? Either it will be our way or 
we will not play, says the Senator. 
A little over thirty years ago the

time was an effort to unite the 
countries of the world in a group 
which would prevent wars by settl­ 
ing them around the conference 
table. But the leaders of such a 
move in America were a minority. 
The League failed 
because the 
most powerful nation on the side of 
freedom put away its cannon, stood 
still militarily, and took no positive 
part in world affairs. 
It didn’t work and we found that 
we were not an isolated paradise. 
When the League failed and war 
came, we were sucked in. And we 
were not ready! We not only had 
done nothing to prevent it, but we 
also were unable to fight it. 
The next time there will not be 
the blessing of large oceans on 
both sides of us. The bombers will 
come in droves and each one will 
carry more damage than all our 
World War II bombers combined! 
In view of this it seems more 
important than ever not to repeat 
our League 
of Nations 
failure. 
Though the United Nations may not 
be perfect, some form of democra­ 
tic organization must be created to 
which the nations of the world can 
belong, and through which they can 
keep in/ constant touch on current 
problems. 
It may fail, but it will be better 
than no try at all. And already it 
has accomplished much through 
its many agencies which have giv­ 
en help to the children and under­ 
privileged of the world. Through it 
we stopped aggression in Korea. 
Through it we have held back num­ 
erous military fires in various spots 
of the globe. 
Indochina 
and other Asiatic 
areas constantly are 
utilized as 
proof that communism is spread­ 
ing. We believe communism is not 
spreading so much in Asia as is the 
desire for independence. And the 
communists are taking full advant­ 
age of these desires. 
But it has been said 
that we 
gave more help to the French and 
their native 
allies than 
did the 
communists. Yet the French got 
licked. The fact probably is that 
we were giving guns to an unpopu­ 
lar cause. Nationalism is strong in 
Asia, even as it was in America 
in 1776. These poeple. want their 
freedom, and we stand as the pow­ 
er which is blocking that freedom 
while the communists appear to be 
their friends. 
Are we going to measure eligibil­ 
ity for the United Nations on the 
basis of representation or political 
philosophy? If aggressive commu­ 
nism should not be represented 
there, China is only one of many 
who should be barred. If we want 
all the people of the world repre­ 
sented, 
every nation should be 
seated. 
If we want to repeat the Lacarno 
effort, which also failed, we again 
are retracing the footsteps of the 
recent path, footsteps which did 
not prevent war. In case you for­ 
get, the Larcarno method calls for 
signatures on a pact, in which we 
would guarantee to fight on the

ed by another. France, England, 
Italy, and Germany had such a 
pact. You have seen what happen­ 
ed. 
Eventually we 
must 
have 
a 
world of government, or a United 
group of governments who work 
together and settle their differenc­ 
es without benefit of lead or fis­ 
sionable m aterials. The world must 
learn to live together, a lesson that 
will not be taught by pointed gun 
barrels. 
The pact has not been drawn 
which will protect us from war. 
A pact only states who fights with 
whom. It doesn’t stop the fight. We 
must remain strong while we utilize 
less violent methods to develop a 
means of world freedom and peace. 
The United Nations can be a start 
toward that goal. We need to work 
at improving it. And we can’t do 
that by turning our back on it 
when we don’t get our way.

Parades 
Parades seem to be a major part 
of Warren county’s holiday play 
time. Every community in the area 
has at least two a year, if you 
count Memorial Day, and the big 
one for the entire county is the 
Fourth of July show-piece put on 
by the Jaycees. 
Everyone likes a parade, tritely 
expresses the reason for the preva­ 
lence of these lines of march. And 
this easily can be proved by a look 
at the crowds that line the curbs. 
Warren’s annual Fourth of July 
'celebration, 
which 
the 
Junior 
Chamber of Commerce has refined 
down to a science, must have at­ 
tracted its biggest turn-out this 
year. 
The problem that results is a 
vicious circle as far as the boys 
who have the responsibility of doing 


the job is concerned. The big show 
has not declined a bit in quality. 
In fact, it seems to get bigger and 
better. The result is that it is sell­ 
ing itself throughout the nation. 
Those who come and see, go to 
tell, and though they may not come 
back, those they te l are very apt 
to make the trip. So it expands 
and the cars roll in from all cor-, 
ners of the country. 
The boys have one by the tail. 
They have to aim to be a little 
higher each year in order to hold 
the standard. This year they jam­ 
med it into a single day, quite a 
gamble, when you consider the 
financial loss a wet day could have 
produced. But the parade was long­ 
er, the bugle corps were Class 
Triple A, the queens were gorgeous, 
and the fireworks were louder and 
longer than before. 
This kind of growth provides 
problems. Such as the control of a 
crowd which wants to bulge into 
the narrow street, and some kind 
of system that will tell people what 
attractions are coming down the 
avenue, and also advise them to 
stay put until the parade is over. 
Many missed an entire division this 
year when they skipped out before 
the last one arrived. 
Considering the immensity of the 
attraction, Warren police and the 
Jaycees did a very smooth job. 
Cars were parked on both sides of 
the South Side streets as far as 
the tracks an hour before the par­ 
ade. And they were north as far 
as Seventh ave. But the post par­ 
ade traffic was cleared out inside 
an hour. 
There also were approximately 
two hundred unhappy people with 
red tickets on the cars they had 
left parked in choice spots through­ 
out the night. Some were Jaycees 
and they were a bit burned. 
However, the officers have a job 
to do, and if Warren wants to make 
exceptions in this case the police 
should be so advised. Business does 
have to go on and there does have 
to be some kind of traffic and park­ 
ing control. If any exception is 
made at all we believe the com­ 
plete clearing of the Avenue might 
De the hest idea. 
This is assuming that the big 
parade is here to stay. Maybe it 
isn’t. Perhaps the Jaycees will turn 
their energies to a project of more 
asting quality. But this live group 
is apt to hang on to the Indepen­ 
dence Day dragon’s tale even 
though something else also is shoul­ 
dered. In that case Warren has a 
growing problem.

M. Sullivan Visits Paris 
Monsieur Ed Sullivan recently 
journeyed to Paris where he gazed 
v. ith admiration upon the heroic 
nurse of Dienbienphu and other 
things French. This visit provided 
the French an admirable oppor­ 
tunity to gaze upon Mr. Sullivan 
which, helas, they did with some­ 
thing less than admiration. 
I refer you to the work of M. 
Michel-Droit writing in Paris’ high­ 
ly 
esteemed 
newspaper 
“Le 
Monde:” 
“M. Ed Sullivan, 'producteur of 
‘Toast of the Town,’ who for six 
years triumphs each Sunday over 
the antennas of the CBS-TV before 
35,000,000 telespectatteurs Americ­ 
ans, is in Paris. He has come over 
especially to film the Moulin Rouge 
and other places he esteems as 
‘very Parisienne’ 
for 
the 312th 
emission of his series which will be 
at the same time his anniversary 
But having brought in his valise 
the kinescope of one of his most 
successful 
shows, 
and 
having 
shown the projection to some critics 
and 
also 
certain 
producers 
o 
French television, he has exposed 
to these last named the greatest 
encouragement that they could pos 
sibly expect from a man of similar 
trade. 
“I followed with great attention 
the unrolling of the program of M 
Sullivan and I have not had need

WASHINGTON. - Perhaps the 
neatest trick of the year - a real 
one-two - was pulled off by the 
Senate this week during consider 
alion of the tax bill. 
You taxpayers ought to be let in 
on it. You are well acquainted with 
the first round, which got plenty 
of publicity. That was the sham 
battle in which both parties en­ 
gaged in the pretense of doing a 
little something for the small tax­ 
payer. It involved the alternative 
amendments to increase personal 
income-tax exemptions - one spon­ 
sored by Senator Walter George 
(Ga.) on behalf of the Democrats, 
the other an eleventh-hour sleeper 
offered on behalf of the Republi­ 
cans by Senator Eugene Minikin 
(Colo.), Finance Committee chair­ 
man. 
Both were defeated in succession, 
as you remember, and by identical 
votes, 49 to 46. So the small tax­ 
payer 
came 
out 
with 
exactly 
nothing - zero. 
But in the campaigns, you’ll hear 
how your Senators tried to do 
something for you, and they’ll have 
the record to prove it. Everyone of 
the 96 was present except Senator 
Joseph McCarthy (R., Wise.). Such 
an attendance is rare, indeed; but 
they all wanted to show the small 
taxpayer how their hearts bleed 
for him. All except 4 of the 95 
voted for one or the other of the 
two plans for increasing personal 
exemptions - Republicans general­ 
ly supporting the Minikin version, 
Democrats the George version, and 
each party voting against the other 
party’s scheme. It was a record 
vote to which Senators can refer 
you. 
It was a noisy muddle - and 
very poor legislating. The Adminis­ 
tration came out best - for it want­ 
ed no personal-exemption boost. 
Now for the second round, which 
happened more quietly and furtive­ 
ly immediately afterward. 
Though doing nothing for the 
little fellow, the Senate proceeded 
to continue the tax bonanza for 
the oil industry embodied in the 
27 1-2 percent depletion allowance 
that has been on the books for 
twenty eight years. This is a flat 
deduction or exemption, applicable 
both to oil corporations and to in­ 
dividuals in the oil business. It is 
written off before they begin to 
figure their taxes. Because of it, 
“many such taxpayers are paying 
little or nothing in taxes under

existing law,” explained Senator 
John Williams 
(R., Del.), 
who 
made a name for himself by his 
investigation of the Internal Reve 
nue Bureau. He thinks these oil 
companies ought to support their 
Government, as do the rest of us. 
He and Senator George Aiken 
(Vt.), both Republicans, offered an 
amendment to cut the depletion 
allowance to 15 percent, 
which 
would be handsome enough. Sena­ 
tor Paul Douglas (111.), a Demo­ 
crat, proposed an amendment for 
a reduction also but on a graduated 
scale, with bigger exemptions for 
small companies. This was to take 
care of independent prospectors, 
and he explained his reason thus: 
“Whenever it is proposed to re­ 
duce the depletion allowance for 
the big boys, the poor independent 
operator is trotted out and is used 
as a modern ‘widow and orphan’ to 
justify the Texas oil multi-million­ 
aires in raiding the United States 
Treasury.” 
Both 
the 
Aiken-Williams 
and 
Douglas amendments were defeat­ 
ed. 
But do you think you can find 
out how Senators voted? No, sir. 
The voting was by voice and a 
“division.” Three times an attempt 
was made by sponsors of the 
amendments to get a record, roll­ 
call vote. All that was required 
was for ten Senators to signify 
they wanted a roll-call vote by 
holding up their hands. You should 
have seen your big, brave public 
servants “sitting on their hands,” 
as Senator Aiken put it, when a 
show of hands for a roll-call vote 
was 
asked. 
Never 
were there 
enough, though they had tumbled 
over one another, in the previous 
sham battle, to get on record that 
they were for you and me on the 
personal-exemptions 
increase 
— 
with a farce the result. 
But they took care of big oil, as 
always. Oil knows no party lines. 
The reason? Simple enough. This 
is a campaign year, and oil is the 
biggest contributor to campaigns. 
Both parties want some of that 
dough. 
Senator Douglas blurted out the 
unpleasant truth when he explained 
that the depletion allowance “is 
largely responsible for creating the 
Texas oil millionaires” and gives 
them excess funds for political ac­ 
tivity. They “now are attempting 
to dominate the politics of the 
United States and to determine who 
will enter the Senate of the United 
States,” he said, adding, “They 
constitute one of the largest sourc­ 
es of political financing and politi­ 
cal propaganda 
at 
the present 
time.” 
He told the Senate that Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith (R., Me.), 
recently renominated, had put a

SMALL GAME 
The season on small game and 
other wild birds or animals will 
open at 9 a. rn., Saturday, October 
30, and run until 5 p. rn., Saturday, 
November 
27. 
Otherwise, 
daily 
shooting hours are 7 a. rn. to 5 
p. rn. Eastern Standard Time, Sun­ 
days excepted. The 7 a. rn. to 5 
p. rn. hours also apply on the open­ 
ing dates of the big game seasons. 
The season for ruffed grouse, 
wild turkeys, male ringneck pheas­ 
ants, gray, black and fox squirrels, 
bobwhite quail, and cottontail rab­ 
bits will run for the full season, 
October 30 to November 27, inclu­ 
sive. Limits on them are the same 
as last year: grouse, 2 a day and 8 
the season; wild turkeys, I and I; 
ringneck pheasants (cocks only), 2

rabbits, 4 and 20. 
All counties are open to wild 
turkey hunting in the 1954 season. 
Raccoons 
remain 
unprotected 
and may be taken in unlimited 
numbers on all days except Sun­ 
days by either the hunting or trap­ 
ping method until September I, 
1955. 
Woodchucks are unprotected and 
may be taken in unlimited numbers 
except on Sundays during the same 
twelve month period. 
Snowshoe rabbits (varying hares) 
may be hunted January I to 8, 
inclusive, 1955. The limit: 2 a day, 
6 the season. 
There will be no close season on 
grackles during the 1954 license 
period, and red squirrels are un­ 
protected all months except Octo­ 
ber I to 29, inclusive, 1954. 
Regulations covering possession 
and transportation limits of legally 
killed small game are the same as 
last year. They allow not 
more 
than the daily limit for the first 
day nor more than an accumulated 
total for each succeeding day of 
the open season for each species. 
But small game shall not be in 
excess of the season limit, regard­ 
less were held, stored or found in 
possession. 
There will be no open season on: 
Hungarian partridges, hen pheas­ 
ants, sharptailed grouse, and ot­ 
ters.

BIG GAME 
Bears: 
The season on bears will run for 
two weeks this year - November 
15-27, inclusive. Only bears over 
one year old are legal game. An 
individual hunter may take ane 
bear in the 1954 season. A hunting 
party of 3 or more persons may 
take 2 bears in one day or during 
the entire season. 
Antlered Deer: 
From November 29 to December 
ll, inclusive, a two-week “buck” 
season, state-wide, for animals of 
the following 
description: 
male 
deer with 2 or more points to one 
antler: Provided, a male deer with 
an antler 3 or more inches long 
without points, measuring from the 
top of the skull as the deer is in 
life, shall be considered legal, as 
in the 1953 season. 
Bow Season For Deer: 
The two-week archers’ season, 
October l l to 23, inclusive, will be 
for male deer only as described in 
the antlered deer season above. In 
addition to the regular hunting 
license every bow hunter, without 
exception, must procure a special 
archery license costing $2.00 from 
the Department of Revenue only, 
Harrisburg, in order to hunt deer 
during the special bow season. 
Certain Big Game Closed: 
There will be no open season in 
1954 on antlerless deer, spike bucks 
with antlers less than three inches 
long, cub bears, and elk.

FUR SEASONS 
The mink trapping season will 
extend from November 5 to Jan­ 
uary I, with no limit on the take. 
Muskrats, in unlimited numbers, 
may be taken by the trapping 
method only December I to Feb­ 
ruary I. 
Skunks and opossums remain on 
the unprotected list. They may be 
taken in unlimited numbers until 
September I, 1955.
